Trainmen report millions of cater- 
pillars or army worms between Fred- 
ericton Junction and Harvey, on the 
Canadian Pacific Reilway lines, and 
that train travel has been greatly im- 
peded.

The language of the covenant was 
such that not even a trained Jawyer 
knew what it, meant. Lord Curzon 
was inclined to think there was_:a 
mistake in policy when the Allies met 
in Paris, in their extreme desire to get 
the League of Nations on the inter- 
uational statute book, They rushed 
almost with precipitation, he said, to 
discuss questions which it now was 
seen would better have been solved 
by being postponed. Hle could not 
help holding the opinion that if, in- 
stead of taking up the better regula- 
tion of the world, they had at-the 
close of the war endeavored to secure 
the peace of the world a3 it then was 
“we should have been much further 
advanced in the conditions of peace 
than we now are.” 

Lord Curzon entered into a long ex: 
planation of the British view showing 
that there had been no discourtesy on 
the part of the British government, 
but circumstances beyond its control 
had prevented the submission of man- 
dates to the Washington government 
in the manner the latter required, 

Regarding the present position ‘he 
believed there would be a_ further 
postponement of the discussion on 
mandates. Expressing the govern- 
ment’s extreme pleasure over the re- 
newed United /States interest in 
European affairs, the foreign secre- 
tary said the more co-operation in 
the manner best suited to the United 
States’ own feeling was granted, the 
better it would be for the world’s

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EDMONTON EXHIBITION 


The Edmonton Exhibition opens 
this year on Saturday, July 9th, with 
auto races, grand stand performance, 
midway shows and industrial exhi- 
bits. On Monday the live _ stock 
judging commences. The closing 
date is set for Friday, July 15th, 
when auto races will again be the 
special feature. Auto polo contests 
will be held every day in front of the 
grand stand, and ‘horse races are 
scheduled for Monday, Tuesday, Wed- 
nesday and Thursday. A_ beautiful 
programme of aerial flerworks has 
been arranged for each evening of the 
exhibition. A change has been made 
in the midway shows for this. year, 
the Wortham shows having been con- 
tracted for. This is one of the big- 
gest and best aggregations in the 
carnival business, and each show is 
of the best of its character available. 

Reduced railway fares have been 
granted on all railways, For motor- 
ing parties, the exhibition manage- 
ment have set aside a camping 
ground where tents may be pitched 
heside the cars; a kitchen with run- 
ning water and ‘stove is provided for 
the use of campers, and cots and 
straw mattresses may be rented if 
desired; campers may bring _ their 
own tents, or rent tents at from $4 
to $7.50, the sizes ranging from 8x10 
to 14x16 feet square.

LINE IS MAKING - 
GOOD PROGRESS 


Stecl.: Is. Already Laid “Over River: 


Bridge—Grade Is Four ite ‘Beyond | 


Progress in the contractions ‘of the - 


Lacombe and Northwestern. railway ~ 


is.reported. by J.- Bush, civil engineer 
for the company. The road, . whith™ 
‘has been’ taken. over by the Alberta 
provincial: government, and which ‘for- 


merly was’ Imown: asthe Blindman’ 


Valley railroad, :'is .now..constructed 
for four. miles ‘beyond ‘the -200 foot 
trestle bridge over the Blindman riv- 
er, completed ‘three weeks ago. 

Steel is laid over the bridge, the 
grade ‘having been completed. four 
miles peyond the trestle. The thriving 


town, of Riinbey is, the terminal sta-_, 


tion’on the line to ‘date, this ‘station 
being Jocated four miles east of the 
Blindman river bridge. 

Mr.’ Bush does not look for more 
steel to be laid this year, except light 
steel in the various sidings en route. 


About forty men are engaged in con- ° 


struction, a number building a large 
tank near the bridge at’ Blindman 
river. The work is being carried out 
by the Northern Construction com- 
pany of Edmonton, who also have the 
government contract in rebuflding and 
completing the Alberta and. Great 
Waterways railway to Fort McMurray. 

Eighty miles of the road from La- 
combe to Strathcona remains to be 
completed, thirty miles now being in 
operation from Lacombe: to Rimbey, 
Alberta. The line passes through a 
most productive country, farmed for 
a long period which is pre-emi ently 
adapted for the wheat raising, now 
largely carried on throughout the 
valley route. 

Rimbey boasts of four large general 
stores, two pool rooms, several im- 
plement stores, and other business-, 
es that go to make a progressive lit-' 
tle town. The old townsite is locat- 
ed a mile from the present station, 
where a large hotel of sixteen rooms, 
new pool room and store have recent- 
ly been built. Benjamin Rimbey, 
founder of the town, is owner and 
proprietor of the new hotel.* Two 
elevators, the United Grain Growers 
and the Albérta Pacific, thave been 
constructed near the station, Four 
sidetracks, in addition to the main- 
line, give Rimbey the appearance of 
an important railway point. 

Mr. Bush claims-that there has not 
been a crop failure in the Rimbey dis- 
trict for the past eighteen years, and 
that it is an ideal stock raising coun- 
try. Many herds of cattle and other 
stock can be seen grazing on the well 
settled areas tributary to the town. 


A considerable number of new set-- 


tlers came in this year, the majority 
of them buying out farms that have 
already been improved. 

A quantity of 56 pound steel pur- 
chased by the government last year 
from the C.P.R. will be used for side- 
tracks at the various stations along 
the road, the regular track having 
been laid with sixty pound material. 
A steam shovel is being brought in 
immediately with which to get out 
gravel to complete the ballasting of 
the road. Mr. Bush assigns as the 
reason for the cessation of steel 
track laying to the inability of the 
government to provide sufficient ap- 
propriations for the work at the 
present time. When completed the 
road will pass through a territory un- 
excelled in the province for produc- 
tivity and general prosperity. Mr. 
Bush returns the middle of*the week 
to continue work in connection with
